Congratulations Rusty On Your CAWMC Award! 


Port Alberni was named after Don Pedro Alberni, an Army Captain with the Spanish troops garrisoned on the West Coast of 
Vancouver Island in 1790. Through the years, Port Alberni has survived on a strong forest industry. It was also home to one 
of British Columbia’s busiest ports. Settlers first arrived in the area in the early 1880s. They cleared the land and started 
farming. Port Alberni was once two small towns. Alberni, incorporated in 1913, was a farming community. Port Alberni was 
incorporated in 1912 and was situated on the deep sea port. In 1964 Port Alberni was struck by a tsunami tidal wave. The twin 
cities amalgamated in 1967 at that time making it the fifth largest city in B.C. 2006 a major typhoon hit Port Alberni causing 
significant flooding. Of course there has also been large fires and forest fires, the most recent being a big one this year along 
the railway line (2013) and 2011 wild fire. Now during all these disasters, the Fire Department was very much present to help 
address these emergency situations. 














Located in the lumbering town of Port Alberni, where most of the forest resources of the Franklin 
Division were milled, exported as raw logs or turned into pulp and paper (right), is a memorial to 
the "Columbus" Tree (above). The plaque reads: "A section from a Douglas fir tree which grew for 
501 years in the Nitinat Valley, attaining a height of 238 feet. When felled in 1957 the tree 
contained 32,533 board feet of merchantable wood. Growth started in 1456, 36 years before 
Columbus discovered America. Presented to the City of Port Alberni by MacMillan & Bloedel Ltd fj ? 
on July 1957." Today the community is trying to reinvent itself as a centre for ecotourism but the | eset 
old growth forests and wild salmon are gone and the Alberni Canal is contaminated by decades} 7 
of toxic waste from the pulp and paper industry.

Why would your Editor suggest this? 


Your Editor was skipping around the Internet and stumbled across an 80" birthday 
party for Harold Bishop, who was born and raised in Port Alberni, and the surprise 
party (arranged by Harold’s wife Peggy and his daughter Wendy) was held at the 
Harold Bishop Fire Hall, with family, friends and a guest gorilla adding to the fun. 
Listed under esteemed guests who were present is ‘former Fire Chief Rusty Phillips 
of the City of Port Alberni’. So what are the odds that CAWMC would have a 
member named David “Rusty” Phillips living in the Port Alberni, and it be 
somebody other than this same Fire Chief? 


Then | came across the same Fire Chief Rusty Phillips registered with “My Life 
Moments”, and it said he was born June 9, 1936, making him 77 now. This took 
me to a historic Centennial document about Port Alberni. The City’s current fire 
station is 46 years old. Significant renovation work was continued in 2012, helping 
to ensure that the current fire station will continue to serve the City well into the 
next 100 years. Perhaps the most significant centennial celebration was the 
restoration of the City’s 1928 Chevrolet fire engine. This unit has been purchased 
new by the City of Port Alberni. After leaving the City’s service Engine #1 remained 
in the community. It found its way into the possession of two volunteer firefight- 
ers, Don Reid and Eddie Towe. 


Years later, in the late 1980s, Engine #1 was donated back to the City with the 
intention that it be restored. Fire Chief Rusty Phillips oversaw the repatriation of 
Engine #1 to the City’s care. In 2011 the Western Vancouver Island Industrial 
Heritage Society approached the City with an offer to complete the restoration of 
Engine #1 in time for the 2012 Centennial. Under the leadership of Ben 
Schievink, the restoration project was completed on time and on budget, and was 
showcased at the July 1st Canada Day parade.

Recently your Editor stumbled across Class of 1949 Northern Secondary School 
Toronto listing for a Norman Belsten and this somehow linked over to an awards night 
for the IBEW showing a Norman Belsten receiving the 60 Year Service Award at the 
3rd Annual Service Pin Awards Ceremony held at the Spirale Banquet Hall on 
Wednesday, April 17, 2013. 


Next up was a special celebration on August 28th, 2013 to recognize Norm’s 80th 
Birthday! It seems it’s a great celebratory year! Your Editor expects it is close to 40 
years too that Norm has been involved with CAWMC. This is Norm’s birthday 45mm 
wood, listed in the catalogue as 5555-096. He ended up with 60 on his goal to 100, 
as Norm says they didn’t stamp very good and he had to scrap a lot. 
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Norm shares, “After issuing a Christmas wood every year 
since 1979, mostly flats but a few rounds | decided to do a 
birthday wood. | first started with an issue of a wood for my 
60t Birthday, and have issued one every 5 years since. 


Most issues were of 100 woods with the exception of my 
80t, issued this year, when due to press problems a lot 
were spoiled and only 60 were remained. 


The first one was a 38 mm diameter and all the rest are 45 
mm. All the 45 mm woods were struck with a circle first in 
one colour then with the inside die in a different colour, 
these varied with each issue. 


My 60 and 65th woods were issued when | lived in 
Downsview (Ontario). The rest issued in when | moved 
Newmarket (Ontario)”

If local Teachers or Scout Leaders

the club has members who will come out to make a presentation to the group at no charge! 
In 1968 the year of the club’s 30th Anniversary, this wood was issued at the club’s spring 
Show. In 1998, the club issued a special encased coin to recognize the club’s 60th 
Anniversary. 


The club meets on the 4th Wednesday of each month, at the Andrews-Dahill V.F.W. Hall, 
Post 1531, 477 Park Street, New Bedford, MA 02740. All meetings begin at 6:00 p.m. 
lasting until about 7:30 p.m., and refreshments are provided. The C.C. GRTR. N.B. holds a 
coin show in the months that have 5 Sundays, with the show taking place on that 5th 
Sunday of the month. The show opens to the public at 9 a.m. sharp and closes at 2 p.m. 
(or thereabouts). There are usually 20 tables of vendors. Glen Machado, the club’s Presi- 
dent, is the Show Chairman. For more information about participating in the show, contact Glen at 508-451-9591. The 
shows include FREE Admission, FREE parking, the GIFT of a wooden nickel (a different one at every show) to every attendee, 
the opportunity to participate in a raffle (you do not have to be present to win) for very nice numismatic-related prizes. The 
next show is December 29, 2013.

As the Recording Secretary of the club, | have been a member for one-third of its existence. Thanks to the determination of 
the prior membership, we have retained the notes of some of the earliest meetings of the club in 1938. It began as a group 
of local hobbyists, with the support of a prominent coin dealer from Providence. The first note mentions the club started by 
forming a committee of interested numismatists to see if they wanted to have a club. When they decided it was a good idea, 
meetings were arranged for the 10-12 participants to meet weekly. The club had an interesting first year in which their 
meeting schedule was interrupted for a couple of months by a “minor event”, the Hurricane of 1938, which flooded much of 
southern New England. Through tough times, like a world war, and good times, like the coin club boom of the 1950s and 
1960s, our club has continued its original premise of getting a diverse group of participants together and learning more 
about the hobby of numismatics. 


Since the 1960s, the club has maintained a tradition of issuing wooden nickels for each of our shows and many of the 
designs have been displayed in national wooden nickel publications. We no longer meet weekly but the club meets monthly 
on the fourth Wednesday (used to be Sundays) at 6 p.m. at Andrews-Dahill V.F.W., Post 1531 at 477 Park Street, New 
Bedford, with local shows held at our meeting site four times a year. As a group, we have traveled to the U.S. Mint in 
Philadelphia, ANA conventions in New York and Boston, and we took a summer trip to Cornish (New Hampshire) the home 
and studio of Augustus Saint-Gaudens.

The Port Moody Arts Centre offers a number of fine arts and photography classes 
for residents of all ages, and has three diverse art galleries that feature a number 
of constantly changing works. The Port Moody Station Museum hosts a wide 
assortment of artifacts from Port Moody’s past, and has restored a heritage train 
Venosta for tours. Arts Connect is an organization that connects artist from the 
Tri-Cities (Coquitlam, Port Coquitlam and Port Moody), and hosts regular artists’ 
circles. 


Popular festivals in Port Moody include the Canadian Film Festival (February), the 
Festival of the Arts (September), Golden Spike Days (July), the Wearable Art 
Awards (yearly in spring) and the CP Rail Holiday Train (December). Port Moody is 
also home to the Inlet Theatre, an intimate 200 seat venue. 


Port Moody is home to Rocky Point Park. It includes 3.8 hectares of space, the 
park has hiking trails, a newly renovated spray park, a skate park, a bike trails 
park, a playground, a picnic shelter, a boat launch and a recreational pier. Bert 
Flinn Park encompasses 138 hectares of largely undeveloped parkland on former 
industrial lands. Popular with mountain bikers, and with an extensive unmarked 
trail system along old logging roadbeds, the park also has an off-lease dog walk. 
Old Orchard Park is another popular destination in Port Moody. At about 1.4
